' During the fiscal year anding with Juse, 1998, 
for example, the total value of all of the wheat 
and flour exports of the. three ports was over 
$45,000,000, of which amount approximately. 
$27,500,000 was wheat and $18,500,000 waa 
flour, .The total value of all the exports of the 
ports was $94,207,000,, The great shipments 
of barley bring the value of the grain exports 
much higher. i » ‘ 
' The flour trade to the Orient bas been built 
Up by persistent work. It did not drift, there 
‘naturally, The Aslatics had to. ba educated in 
part'to use flour, before a market could be 
made forit, It was pot until 1896 that the 
exports of flour to the Orient for the first time 
creached the million-barrel mark. Io rgor the 
trade had doubled and the two-millign barrel 
‘mark had been passed. In 1904 the trade was 
approximately three-million barrels, aod it 
£907 there was reached the record total of éx- 
ports of flour to the Orient of 4,314,736 barrels, 
ofa value of something like $15,000,000, the 
heavy increase being due to an exceptional de- 
mand Jn Northero China. Far tha. past fiscal 
year the exports dropped’ ta 2,500,000 barrels, 
of a total value of nearly $10,000,000. _ 
This inatrade which can glways.be com- 
tmanded by the Pacific coast states, so.long as 
there is a surplus. supply of wheat raised here. 
Wasbjngton will, of course, bold the bulk of 
the trade, as Washington is both the leading 
milling qnd'the leading wheat growing state of 
the Pacific,” With the increase in consumption 
fn the Orient, as the use of flour becomes more 
widespread, the ‘matket will continue. ta. ox- 
pand.
